Dear Sir: 


I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of the 8th inst. 
regarding the payments, in currency, made to this Company for the transportation of gold and 
silver during the period from December 1861 to June 1873 inclusive. 


In 1861, when our first bill was presented, the officers of the Mint declined to pay for the 
transportation of gold in kind as was provided for in the then existing contract, and proffered us 
greenbacks in lieu of gold which offer was rejected by the Superintendent of this Company; and 
Mr. Thompson — who had charge of our Mint accounts — was directed to advise the Mint officials 
of our disinclination to accept the substitution of currency for gold, although subsequently he 
was instructed to receive the currency, under protest, in settlement of our bills: which was done, 
as a personal of his letter hereunto appended will disclose.
